Last year, shortly before his death, 
the late Sir J. Blundell Maple purchased 
at an auction room in Euston road a 
jot of old books for 60 cents, one of 
which subsequently turned out to be 4 
rare first edition which, at *Christie’s—the 
famous salesroom frequented by the 
wealthiest classes of English soclety— 
brought $3,500. At an auction room in 

six months ago some paintings 
were sold as “old rubbish,“ one of which, 
however, turned out to be a Vandyck, 


‘which, on sale, brought $5,000; while in 


Bradford a working man purchased at 
public auction for $2 4 small oil painting, 
which experts now pronounce to be a 
Romney worth at least $7,500. It is to 
be sold at Christie's this winter. 

In Wardour street, not long ago, the 
famous crystal vase now belonging to J. 
Pierpont Morgan, and valued at more 
then $50,000, was purchased for about 
$4. This vase had previously been sold 
at an obscure auction room for about 
75 cents. The dealer in Wardour Street 
thought he wes doing well in getting 
rid of it for $4, never suspecting it to be 
worth a kinag’s ransom. 

American visitors to London would do 
well to “take in’ some of the _ lesser 
known auction rooms. In the first place, 
they would have an excellent chance of 
studying character straight from ‘*Dick- 
ens’ land: and secondly, they might— 
just might—pick up something precious.

Tracing back the history of my paint. | 
Ing before it found its way to the ob- 
scure auction roome where I purchased 
it, I was able to glean a little informa- 
tion by diligent research.

tween 1/8365 and 1845. While in Rome, 
he picked up a number of paintings, 
among them this Guido.. The painting 
originally belonged to the large collec- 
tion of Cardinal Fesch. After the car- 
dinal’s death it was stowed away in 
the vaults of the Falconiert palace for 
some years; and in 1845, quite a num- 
ber of them were disposed of to various 
art dealers.

‘state of preservation that at first I sup- 
posed it to be a copy from some famous 
original. But even so, it was splendid. 
Fresh from a visit to the galleries of 
Paris, Rome and Naples, I could not fail 
to realize the power of the work. How 
on earth a picture of this description 
should find its way to an auction room 
of this kind, to be put up for sale before 
a lot of “second-hand” dealers, and peo- 
ple from the poorest districts of Londot 
—I could not conceive. 

However, that is the way with old 
masterg so often given to these fa lings, 
seeking the slum and the garret, just as 
the men of genius who painted them are 
often afflicted with similar disreputable 


traits.

upturned, the whole expression on the 
face strongly reminding me of Guido’s 
‘‘Magdalen.”’ 

The beauties of the picture were, how- 
ever, lost on the motiey crowd. A voice 
béhind grumbled, ‘“Wot'’s the wse oO’ 
puttin’ up that bloomin’ pitcher; wot I 
wants is a kitchen table.” 

The auctioneer called for bids; but evi- 
dently Guidos were not wanted. Not a 
soul appeared even willing to start the 
bidding. At the merest venture, and 
just to get things going I said “Five 
shilling to start’’ ($1.25 in American 
money.) 

Certain dealers in the back of the 
room, recognizing me as a stranger and, 
what the considered an ‘‘interloper,”’ 
began to bid against me; but I held on 
until the painting had reached the colos- 
sal sum of $9.70, at which the auction- 
eer’s hammer fell, 

It was mine! 

The next day, I took the painting to 
my home, and one of the first to see it 
was Strahan, of Ravenscourt Park, a4 
well-known artist, who had been the 
intimate friend of Sir John Millais. 
Without hesitation, he pronounced it a 
genuine Guido. Reni. It was also in- 
preservation. He aamired the way in

The next art expert of iprominence te 
see it was the secretary of the national 
gallery—-Hawes Turner—who confirmed 
Mr. Strahan’s opinion, pronouncing it a 
genuine Guido rent. It was also in- 
spected by Martin Colnaghi, of Pall 
Mall; Messrs. Agnews, of Bond street, 
and others. They all pronounced it a 
genuine “production of the fourteenth 
century in a marvelous state of preser- 
vation. As I wished to identify my 
painting as strongly as ipossible, [ ap- 
plied to Prince Rospigliosi, of Rome, for 
permission to inspect his Guidos—as it 
is in the Rospiglios! palace that Guido’s 
famous “Aurora” is placed. Compari- 
son of my Guido with some of the fig- 
ures in the ‘Aurora’ removed all 
doubt as to the identity of the artist who 
produced my painting, while the coloring, 
treatment, and even the actual model of 
the St. Sebastian in the Louvre fur- 
nished the strongest confirmation of this 
opinion, 

It was at this juncture that I came in 
contact with the wiles of the London 
art dealer, than whom there is no more 
tricky individual known. One of these 
dealers in Ghaftesbury avenue offered to 
exhibit my painting. He praised it high- 
ly, and finally, I agreed to,let him take 
it. It will be recalled that Mr. Schwab, 
the stee] magnate, recently had some 
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transactions with one of these dealers,

In that case, the dealer had 
made the owner agree to take $3,000; 
while he offered the rpaihting to Schwab 
for $10,000—at the same time informing 
the owner that he could only get $3,000 
“at the outside.’’ 

My dealer took such a strong liking 
to the Guido that when I wished to get 
it back, he flatly refused to part with 
it, trumping- up a charge for storage, 
and other items. Finally, an actionshad 
to be brought for the recovery of 
painting. The case came tp before Lord 
Chief Justice Alverstone, who gave the 
dealer in question seven days in which | 
to restore the painting to its rightful 
owner, to pay the costs of the action— 
amounting to About $250—and damages 
for detention. Even then, “my friend. 
the enemy,’ refused to relinquish the 
painting; and it was only when facing 
@ commitment to prison for twelve 
months for ‘‘contempt’”’ in disobeying the 
lord chief justice's order that he finally | 
“let go.’’ | 

Tricks of Art Dealers. 

While highly flattered to think that 
anyone should take such a fancy to the 
Guido-I could not have a better proof 
of its value—it is worth while to pu’ 
American visitors on their guard against 
the tricks of the smaller sort of Lon- 
don art dealers. ‘These people infest 
sales, and strive to set innocent per- 
sons tO purchase through them. The, 
have a secret understanding with the 
auctioneers that they will get as hich 
prices as possible; subsequently divid- 
ing up the spoils with them, and wring- : 
ing a commission from both parties, 
Americans attending auction sales in 
London should be their own agents and 
do their own bidding, and, if they have , 
any works of art of which they wish to | 
dispose, they should first investigate 
the standing of those dealers with whom | 
they place them. 

Tracing back the history of my paint- 
ing before it found its Way to the ob- 
scure auction rooms where I purchased 
it, I was able to glean a little informa- 
tion by diligent research. It seems that 
the original owner of the painting tray- 
eled a great deal in southern Purope be. 
tween 1836 and i845. While in Rome, 
he picked up a number of paintings, 
among them this Guido.. The painting 
originally helemeed to the large collec- 
tion of Cardinal Fesch. After the car- 
dinal’s death it’ was stowed away in 
the vaults of the Falconiert palace for 
some years; and in 1845, quite a num- 
ber of them were disposed of to various 
art dealers. Some were sold at public 
auction in Rome during this year. Tt 
was bought and sent to London, and 
finally—after being hung for forty years 
in the hall of a country manston—waxs 
deposited in a warehouse. The ee 
owner havine died, his family knew 
nothing of the value of a number of 
his paintings, and among others this 
Guido was finally sent by the ware- 
house people to the salesrooms. to fetch 
whatever was offered. The auctioneer 
wo sold it informed me that his in- 
etructions were {> sell i+ “without re-

serve; and, as ny bid was the highest 
offered on the night in question, he had 
to accept it. 


It is a somewhat singular fact that 


another of the Fesch paint ings had an 
almost similar history; though jts fate 
was a far more honorable one than the 
Guido has had so far. This is the fa- 
mous painting by Michaelangelo. called 
“The Entombment,”” now tn the London 
National Gallery. The discovery of this 
Painting by '‘R. Macpherson, a photog- 
rapher in Rome, in 1845, was most re- 
markable. It se@ms that thig truly re- 
markaBble work was removed from the 
residence of Cardinal Fesch in 1845 to 
the Villa Paolina, and sold by the Prin- 
cipe di Musignano to a Roman art deal- 
er named D. Vito Enel. Macpherson 
purchased from this dealer a number of 
old canvases, among them the “En- 
tombment."”” He paid only a few dol- 
lars for several paintings. 

When he had cleaned up the canvas, 
he showed it to Peter von Cornelius, one

of the greatest art experts Of the day, | 
who pronounced it a veritable Michelan-| 
gelo. In further confirmation of this | 
opinion, the original cartoon of the paint- | 
ing, done also by Michelangelo, was 
found. When the dealer discOvered that 
he had sold this splendid work for a | 
trifle, he brought an action against 
Macpherson for its recovery. For ten | 
years this sult was fought through vari-! 
ous ItahHan courts, the dealer appealing | 
to all the laws which had been framed to 
prevent works of art from being sent out 
of Italy. Finally, however, Macpherson 
won; his painting was taken to London, 
and the trustees of the national gallery 
purchased it for $10,000. 
Raphael’s “Holy Family.” 

Another remarkable discovery was 
mede in connection with the famous | 
Raphael—a holy fam!'y—which was order- | 
ed to the London national gallery some 
time ago. The painting somehow or 
other—through one of the vicissitudes 
following the Napoleonic wars—found its 
way to London, and was bought by Mor- 
ris Moore at a public auction for $350. 
Lord Plcho had no doubts that the paint- 
Ing was a Raphael, but its authenticity 
was challenged for many year# By many 
it was attributed to Mantegna, and for! 
this reason the nationa] gallery refused | 
to buy it. However, Mr. Moore got hig 
picture certified by the Academy of St. 
Luc, in Rome, and it wag finally sold to 
the Louvre for $40,000. 

Undoubted!'y there are in little out-of- 
the-way places in England—especially in 
some of the cOuntry mansions of old 
English families—many specimens of tho 
works of famous masters. They oc- 
casionally find their way to London 
auction rogme in the same manner in 
which the Guido I possess reached itg 
unworthy destination. Even within the 
last year several of these discoveries 
have been made. For instance, last sum- 
mer, and Colwyn' Bay, In Wales—one of the 
most remote of hamiets—a picture was 
found in the house of an elderly lady. It 
had been purchased at auction for a 
trifle half a century eartier. Recently, a 
visitor examined the painting closely, and 
it turned out ‘to be a genuine Rubendg, 
the subject being ‘“‘The Meeting of Esau 
and Jacob."’ It was signed by Rubens 
and dated 1625. It is yet unsOld, but will 
be put up at Christie’s before very long, 
and some say it will bring at least 
650,000. 

Two years ago a Bristol working man, 
while cleaning *yt an old lumber room, 
found a num * paintings.

The district in which the beneficent mud 
of Lake Aguan is deposited was known 
in the old days as Campi Phliegraei, the 
Phiégraean Fields, and it lies between 
Naples and Cumae, with Puteoll (Poz- 
zuloi) on the sea shore. It is one of the 
most. interesting parts of Campania, and, 
of course, highly volcanic, as the whole 
ghore of the Bay of Naples.

These little things lend color and char- 
acter to the twentieth century and tone 
down its exuberant modernity. 

Imagine the delight of the school boy, 
fed upon the adventures of Captain Kidd | 
and the exploits of the Spanish and A\l- 
gerine pirates, on learning from the news- 
papers that the ocean byways still teem) 
with buccaneers, and that slave dhows 
are still fleeing before their pursyers 
with hatches down and canvas spreac*to 
the wind. | 

A few days ago Reuter’s Rome corre- | 
spondent telegraphed a message the terms 
of which might have been appropriate to 
Captain Kidd's piratical Red sea exedi- 
tion in 1696. “The cruiser Aretusa,’’ 
he wired, “has been ordered to the Red 
Sea to cooperate with British warships 
in the suppression of the slave trade.”’ 

Such cooperation is nee@ed, for the 
capture of slaves is being carried on to- 
day as in the days of Pitt and Wilber- 
orce. 

Ag for the pirates, they also are aggres- 

ve, chiefly in the China seas. These 

not the kind of marauders one asso- 
clates with plundered and buried trea- 
sure—with casket. of jewels, chests of 
gold ingots, and bags of outlandish coins 
secreted on unexplored coasts near rocks 
and trees bearing mysterious marks indi- 
cating where untold wealth is hidden.

It should be stated, primarily, that The Constitution does not 
prematurely question the loyalty to duty or the personal bravery 
of the members of the local police force as a whole. It is undeni- 
able, however, that following upon the heels of the turmoil of last 


j week, the atmosphere was literally alive with charges, insinuations, 
| uneasiness and actual investigations—all of which have found a 


focus in the police departnent. That branch of the city administra- 
tion which should at all times—preeminently in the.-hour of stress— 
prove itself impregnable to criticism, is the ONILY one now under 
fire on the charge of having failed to do its duty. 

That is the eternal] pity of the aftermaththe bare fact that an 
investigation should be necessary, that it should even be a topic of 
discussion. 

But the fact IS there, and its existence demonstrates that there 
is something fundamentally wrong—some flaw that demands imme- 
diate location and an instant remedy. 

It is immaterial to the issue whether there were fifty-seven men 
or.one man on duty in Atlanta last night a week ago. Those fifty- 
seven men or the one man should have so scrupulously and fear- 
lessly discharged their duty as not to have afforded the shghtest 
basis for this epidemic of investigation. It is not to be questioned 
thaty many policemen—we are confident the overwhelming méa- 
jority—DID meet the last letter of their duty Saturday evening. 
Neither is it to be questioned that on the local force there are men— 
and again, we believe the vast majority—as brave, as gallant and 
conscientious as could be wished for on any police force. 

Yet in what a terribly embarrassing—an unjust—predicament 
is the ENTIRE force placed by the mere development of these 
imvestigations—and' the men who stand sponsors for the inquiries 
are a gttarantee that there IS SOMETHING justifying their inquisi- 
tiveness! It begs the question to say there should have been ‘more 
mén on duty Saturday night—or any other time in the last six 
months. The Constitution has preached this necessity for five 
years; the people of Atlanta have been fully aware of its existence 
for that length of time. 

The sad and pertinent point is that somewhere in the rank and 
file on duty there was sufficient dereliction to have set these official 
inquiries on foot. 

In glaring and pitiable contrast are the praises now being 
showered upon the state militia. Out of the hundreds of sturdy 
young men from Atlanta and other Georgia cities who have laid 
us under lasting obligation, there has not risen a single instance 
calNing for criticism or investigation. On every hand it is applause 
and gratitude for the gallant citizen-soldiery. 

How many congratulations are being handed Atlanta’s police 
department—while the grand jury and the police board are actually 


investigating the conduct of the force? 

The men whose duties are only of an occasional or emergent 
nature, are receiving commendation from all! sides. The men whose 
obligations to and relations with the community are permanent, 
are viewed askance and subjected to the probe! Is not this a 
pathetic injustice to the dozens of faithful men on the force—men 
who have, for many years, been connected with the department, and 
in whose integrity and conscientiousness the people of Atlanta have 
the most implicit confidence? 

From whatever cause arising and no matter at what door 
the responsibility may eventually be laid, the pending investiga- 
tions of the police department reveal a condition that does not com- 
mend itself to the people of Atlanta, and a repetition of which they 
will not tolerate |

Preliminaries for the Armory. 

The statement furnished by City 
Comptroller Goldsmith demonstrates 
that Atlanta is in excellent financial 
condition to take at once the initiatory 
steps toward the construction of a 
joint armory-auditorium-city hall. 

The city charter authorizes the mu- 
nictpality to borrow money to the 
amount of 7 per cent of its total real- 
ty and personality. The total taxable 
values on both these items on January 
ist. were $73,993,729. At that time 
the bonded debt was $3,541,500. The 
floating debt is $95,188.50, running 
the totel of our outstanding indebt- 
edness to $8,636,638.50. From this 
sum is deducted the sinking fund of 
$558,368.87, leaving the - municipal 
debt under the 7 per cent clause at 
$3,078,369.68. Subtract this amount 
from the charter debt limit, and the 
remainder is §2,096,921.40—the sum 
available by the issuance of bonds. 

Tt has been estimated that a struc- 
tureamply covering the three purposes 
above named can be erected ata cost 
of half a million dollars, or less than 
one-fourth of the city’s borrowing 
ability, not taking account of the fact; 
that the values upon which it was) 
based were those of last year. The. 
realty and personality values of the 
current year—therefore, our borrow- 
ing ability—must be proportionately 
larger with the coming of January 1, 
1907, not to mention the fact that 
our present city hall should bring, 
say, $75,000. 

Argument regarding the need for 
a new city hall, an auditorium and an 
armory is superfluous. Al] three have 
been rather sadly manifest for a good 
Many years. On this point and the 
urgency of a remedy public sentiment 
is a unit. 

Mayor Woodward has _ strongly 
urged the project. The Constitution 
presses upon him and the city coun- 
cil the advisability of straightway 
setting on foot tentative plans look- 
ing toward its materialization. It is 
expedient that committees charged 
with the duty of investigating ways 
and means and receiving suggestions 
from citizens be appointed from hold- 
over members of the present council, 
so that when the new members tak3 
their seats there may ~ be no inter- 
ruption in the steady prosecution of 
plans. 

It will be impossible, of course, to 
call a bond election. before it is au- 
thorized by the legislature which con- 
venes next June. In the meantime, 
preliminary measures should be taken. 
Ideas that are at present only pro- 
visional can be crystallized. Public 
sentiment—and it. is the deciding ele- 
ment—should be permitted ample time 
to record itself as to the exact pro 
cedure. This enterprise—surely one 
that commends itself to every citizen 
of Atlanta—<can be placed in such co- 
herent shape as will remove all de 
lay immediately on the &ssembling 
of the legislature. Once the general 
assembly sanctions the bond election, 
the people will be prepared to vote 
favorably upon the proposition—and 
this greatly needed public improve- 
ment can be provided with a mini- 
mum loss of time.

B cial Correspondence.)—Norway was 
so full of attractiong at the time 
of our visit that I am a¢ a loss to know 
in what order to treat them. As those 
things which are permanent will interest 
a larger number than the transient cere- 
monies attending the crowning of a new 
king, I shall give preference to the most 
distinguishing feature of Norway, that 
whic, hag been interwoven with her 
name, viz, the midnight sun. 

Owing to its accessibility and to the 
fact that its climate is moderated by 
the influence of the gulf stream, the 
Coast of upper Norway furnishes the 
best opportunity which Europeans have 
to mount the Arctic merry-go-round and 
view the sun through the whole nightless 
Gay. It is a weird experience, this pass- 

day to day without interven- 
‘@arkness, and one returns from it 
somewhat exhausted, for the light tempts 
him to encroach upon the hours of sleep. 
Where the Sun Never Sinks. 

The North cape, the northermost point 
of the continent of Burope, fs usually the 
@estination of the tourist, but it ig not 
necessary to go so far to see all that 
there is wort), seeing. There are several 
towns above the Arctic circle where for 
peveral weeks the sun never sinks to the 
hortzon. At Bodo, which Is but little 
Tmmore than a day’s ride by boat from 
Trondhjem, the sun is visible at mid- 
night from May 30 +0 July !!. At Ham- 
merfest, which is the terminus of some 
of the steamboat lines, and which claims 
to be the northermost town jn the worid, 
thie sun does not set between May 13 and 
July 28, while a+ Tromso, not quite so 
far north as Hammerfest, the imhabi- 
tants have but ten days less of the mid- 
night sun. 

We stoppeq at Svolvaer, one of the 
ehief fishing stations of the Lofoden 
islands, nearly 200 miles narth of the 
Arctic circle. We arrived about 7 in 
the’ evening, and even before reaching 
there would have seen the sun but for 
@ bank of clouds behind which it passed 
at about 11:30 on the frevious night. 
Svolvaer nestles at the foot of some snow- 
crowned freaks which shut out the north- 
ern horizon, and it is necegsary to go out 
into the open sea to climb a moun- 
tain to get an uninterrupted view. With 
Our usual good luck we found an Eng- 
lish-spenking Norwegian who had studied 
in the United States, and witn him to, 
direct us, we spent a mefmorable night 
‘among the islands. 

Picturesque Channel. 

The channel to the north, known as 
Raftsund, is one of the most picturesque 
along the entire coast, and the Trold- 
jerd, which leads from jit through a 
rockbound gorge to the outlet of a fa- 
mous mountain lake, Is not surpassed in 
rugged grandeur. Troldfjord deserves to 
be described by a poet, for prose cannot 
do it justice. If any of my readers have 
ever passed through the Royal gorge in 
southern Colorado they may understand 
me when I say that Troldfjord is a Royal 
gorge with its walls widened to a q@garter 
of a mile and lengthened to a mile, and 
the space between them filled with trans- 
parent sea, whose surface perfectly mir- 
rors eve rock and shrub. At the upper 
end of the_fjord is a majestic cascade, 
the dashing, splashing, foaming outlet of 
the lake 200 feet above. Our launch 
ceased its throbbing and floated swanlike 
on the fathomless water, while we 
feasted our eyes upon a picture so beau- 
tiful that darkness hesitates to draw a 
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curtain over its charms. 

The mountain, Digermulkollen, selected 
as an observation point, is on the Raft- 
sund, and not far from the Troldfjord. I 
cannot give its height, but when I guess- 
ed at it before the ascent I put it at 500 
or 600 feet; after ascéniding it I am 
satisfied that ft is a thousand. We timed 
our trip so as to reach the top at mid- 
night, slaking our thirst from the snow- 
Panks along the trail, and it was the 
fault of the clouds that we did not see 
the orb of day—at this season and in

Svolvaer is a quiet place in summer, 
but during January, February and March 
ite little harbor is full of fishing smacks 
for 30,000 men fish in the waters of the 
Lofoden islands.

If one desires to see merely fjords, 
giaciers, lakes and mountain streams, the 
Southern part of Norway offers a suffi- 
cient variety of each. Bergen, the prin- 
cipal city on the west coast, the second 
city in the country and a former member 
of the Hanseatic league. is the seaport 
of this northern Switzerland. With the

By the courtesy of Minister Gravea, 
who represents our country at Stock- 
holm, and who, our minister to Norway 
not having received his appointment in 
time, was our nation’s special ambassa- 
dor to attend the coronation, we received 
invitations to the coronation ceremonies 
and were presented at court. While the 
newspaper reports of the coronation may 
rob what I am about to say of some of 
its freshness as news, I shall venture to 
describe what we saw, begging the read- 
er’s indulgence if I betray a lack of 
familiarity with the technical phrases 
employed on such occasions. 

The coronation took place at Trond- 
hjem, the former capital, a city situated 
on one of-the numerous fjords that indent 
the western coast. The building selected 
for the occasion was the Gothic cathe- 
dral, the largest in Scandinavia, which 
was commenced in the eleventh and com- 
pleted in the fourteenth century. It ia 
a historic building and belonged to the 
bishopric of which Iceland was a part 
before America was discovered by (Co- 
lumbus. The cathedral @has suffered 
from several fires, and a part of it waa 
in ruins for three centuries. It is new 
sufficiently restored to furnish a larger 
audience room than is to be found in 
most cities of the size. Under the dome 
a circular space was left for the royal 
party, while the visitors were seated, the 
foretgn representatives nearest the cen- 
ter, on raised seats in the nave and 
transepts. A broad aisle was left, ex- 
tending from the entrance through the 
center to the chapel at the other end. 


White-Robed Lutheran Priests. 


Just before time fOr the king to ar- 
rive, a company ef white-robed Lutheran 
priests marched from the chapel to the 
door, and a stalwart body of men they 
were. They marched back at the head of 
the procession, the king following, his 
crimson, ermine-'ined robs trailing many 
feet behind—or it would have trailed but 
fOr the fact that it was carried by four 
The king was accompanied 
by several officers and followed by the 
standard bearer, holding aloft the royal 
banner, Then came the queen, wearing a 
robe similar to the king’s, but it only re- 
quired three attendants to keep its folds 
from the floor. She was attended by 
three maids of honor. The king and 
queen were escorted to thrones on oppo- 
site sides of the aisle, and the repre- 
sentatives of royal families occupied 
seats next to them. The prince of Wales 
sat nearest the queen, next to him Prince 
Henry of Germany, and the American 
ambassador next. Near the king sat 
Denmark's representative, then Russia's, 
and next to him the representative from 
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France. There wag gold braid galore;

King Receives the Crown. 


After some excellent music, instru- 
mental and vocal, a member of the 
clergy ascended a pulpit not far from the 
king and queen and delivered an earnest 
address. HHe was a typical Norwegian, 
powerful of frame and strong of face~ 
such as we might {magine one of the 
Viking chiefs to have been. Then there 
was more music, and it may interest the 
readers to know that all the music was 
prepared for the occasion, the words of 
the cantata being by the pastor of the 
church and the hymns being written in 
the language of the peasants. Finally 
the king arose, proceeded down the aisle 
to the chapel and, kneeling, recelved from 
the bishop the Insignia of office, the 
crown being placed upon his head, a 
gold chain about his neck, a sceptre in 
one hand and a golden globe in the 
other. As s0o0n as he returned to the 
throne the queen advanced to the chapel 
and was likewise invested, and then the 
premier, Mr. Michelson, proposed @ sa- 
lute to the king and queen. The people 
responded with earnestness and the ex- 

ercises were concluded. 

I do not expect to witness another coro- 
nation, and it will be some satisfaction to | 
remember that the first and only one at-| 
tended was that of a king whom the 
people of their own accord selected; for 

there ig anything more democratic

Educa- 
tion has been compulsory for 50 years, 
and it igs the country’s boast that it 
spends more per capita on schools than 
any other country in Europe. because 
of Norway’s immense shipping interests 
she demanded a s@parate consular serv- 
ice, and it was the refusal of Sweden 
to consent to this that led to the separa- 
tion. Now that her destiny is in the 
hands of her own people, much Is to be 
expected of her. Her sons and daugh- 
ters, those who have emigrated to 
America, as well as those who have re- 
mained at home, prove to the world that 
it is possible for a people to acquirte the 
refinements of civilization without losing 
their original strength and vigor.

Scarcity of Offerings 


Sentiment Was Bullish on Light 
Movement in Northwest and Re- 
ports of Damage by Rain in 
Southwest — Shorts Were 
Principal Buyers. 


Chicago, September 29.—Small receipts 
in the northwest caused strength today 
in the local wheat market. At the close 
the December delivery was up Y4@%c. 
Corn was %c higher. Oats showed a 
gain of %c. Provisions were 2%@7% to 
10c higher. 

Trading in the wheat pit was of small 
volume, but tne tone of the market was 
quite strong. The firmness was due 
largely to a scarcity of offerings. The 
market was bullishly affected by a con- 
tinuance of a Iight movement in the 
northwest, notwithstanding favorable 
weather conditions. Receipts today at 
Minneapolis and Duluth were only 284 
cars, while the corresponding day a year 
ago arrivals amounted to 1,115 cars. 

Reports of damage by wet weather in 
the southwest helped to strengthen the 
market. Shorts were the principal buy- 
ers. The close was strong. 4 December 
Opened a snade to ‘*@%c higher at 
75%@75%4c; Sold between 754%@75%c and 
75%@76%c, and closed at 75%c. Clear- 
ances af wheat and flour were equal ‘o 
219,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
1,179,000 bushels, compared with 1,700,-

|Full Extent of the Coast Storm 
Coming to Light—Light House 
at Horn Island Destroyed, 
Keeper, Wife and Daugh- 
ter Drowning. 


September 29.—Six per- 
sons drowned. eight good-sized sailing 
vessels wrecked, about thirty smaller 
vessels sunk or ashore and _. propefty 
damage of more than a million dollars 
was the result of the hurricane in the 
Mississippi sound. 

The full extent of the disaster there 
became Known today when Ship Island, 
Cat and Horn islands were heard from. 
They had been completery submerged, ac- 
cording to the reports of tugs sent Out 
from the mainland to the islands to in- 
vestigate from ten to fifteen miles off 


shore. 


New Orleans, 


Light House and Keepers Lost. 
All the loss of life and the greatest 
wreckage occurred at the eastern end of 
the sound, about fifty miles away from 
Mobile. The worst catastrophe was at 
Horn island, where Light Keeper John- 
son, with his wife and daughter, were 
swept into the gulf with their light 
house and drowned. Befae the storm 
Johnson refused an offer to go ashore. 
One negro was drowned when the 
schooner Daisy, of New Orleans, went 
ashore on Horn island. He climbed a 
tree to escape the rising water, but 
could not hold on. The other four mem- 
bers of the same crew escaped, although 
three of them were precipitated into the 
water by the blowing down of the pine 
tree into which they had climbed. Dur- 
ing the storm two bodies were seen Noat- 
ing in Pascagoula bay, but were not re- 
Pascagoula light house Was 
partly demolished, the assistant keeper, 
Gaston Peitevant, saved ‘his wife and 
two small children at the height of the 
storm by lowering them into a launch 
with ropes. He then climbed safely into 
the launch himself. The head keeper 
was rescued in the open bay where he 
was drifting in a small boat without

Swept to Sea and Then Back. 

The federal quarantine station at Ship 
Island was badly crippled, the isolation 
hospital and Dr. Moncure’s residence 
being the only buildings on the island to 
escape damage.
